The independent 
shippers and the association give out that 
the railroad companies have promised to 
handle about 75 cars a day for each of the 
trunk lines, that fs the Santa Fé and the 
Southern Pacific, the Salt Lake line doing a 
little to help out. If 159 cars a day cah be 


shipped for the next. seventy-five days, the 


situation will not be so bad, but it would 


then leave 25 per cent. of the crop now on 
the trees or close to 4000 carloads to go to 
waste. The railroads promise to do all they 
can to increase the service, reaching 200 cars 
a day, tf that is possible. The celery and 
vegetable shipments will come to an end

The Santa Fé is in the best position, hav- 
fug itp own refrigerator car service. The 
Southern Pacific has been dependent upon a 
line of private cars and seems to find great 
dificulty. About half a dozen of the new 
Fouthern Pacifie cars have reached here, but 
the road scknowledges the hopelessness of 
getting a full supply of their own cars in 
time for the present crop. Here perhaps is 
where the severest blame lies upon this 
railroad company--that knowing they were 
to break with the private car line which had 
been rendering this service, they did not 
take time by the forelock and order their 
own cars in due time. The Armour peop 
allege that their cars are in just as great 
demand for other legitimate purposes in other 
parts of the country, and that it is not for 
them to favor the California orange growers 
ever other producers in other parts of the 


country. 

The railroad men, when they are ap- 
proached on the subject, say that the rail- 
road systems of the United States are doing 
40 per cent. more business than they were 
two years ago in the way of handling fruit; 
that this service has to be done on prac- 
tically the same mileage of trunk lines as 
before, with quite an appreciable addition 
to the trackage of feeders, which simply 
tends to glut more then ever the trunk lines. 
In addition to this, the transportation  peo- 
le set up the contention that they are do- 
this extra service with no corresponding 
Increase tn their motive power or rolling 
stock.
